When 
they arrived at St. Clairsville they were 
furnished much valuable information 
bv Recorder Everson. 
Upon their return they were intro­ 
duced to Doctor Ong secretary of the 
township trustees of Martin’s Ferry. He 
has assisted in building five pikes lead­ 
ing out of the city. 
He stated that their 
roads were piked 16 feet and not one of 
them had cost less than 14,000 per mile, 
while the average cost per year to keep 
them up was SUS. 
His opiniou was 
that macadamizing makes very good 
roads but is somewhat expensive. 
The committee will report at the next 
meeting of council, but will make no 
recommendations. 
Councilman Peach, in speaking of the 
matter, said: 
“I believe the most eco­ 
nomical way of paving the roads is with 
brick. 
We could make a roadway 12 
feet wide and make a curb of plank, 
painted with asbestos paint, and then 
bank it with stone for a short distance. 
I do not believe this would cost as much 
as macadamizing. 
"I think the people should tell us what 
kind of roads thpy want as this is a big 
undertaking. 
We have furnished them 
the cost of improving the roads and I 
now believe they should tell us what 
they want.”
